One reason -why negroes are no longer sent to congress 
from the south is that negroes have to a considerable ex- 
tent withdrawn from active participation in politics,' hav- 
Ingl learned that they -vyere too often made the tools of ' 
designing' white men. • Insistence upon political rights "is 
not the first nor the greatest thing for the negro. 'When 
the' race makes such advancement as to put it, or a con- 
siderable part of it on a level with the white race there 
will be no trouble and no question about political rights. 
Politics has made trouble enough for the negro. In the 
past. It should not be brought into any discussion of his 
status now. The problem of the negro is one for the south 
to ^splve. The negro is there. Ine conditions surround- 
ing hlrn and. the whites 
are ; only 'understood 
there. 


Southern people are working earnestly and will accom- 
plish much more without interference. 


POSSIBILITIES OF SCIENCE 


GOOD deal of futi is being poked at the man who 


proposes to shoot a cannon ball into the air with 


twenty' or thirty miles" of • wire attached and draw elec- 
tric power from the universal ether. The man is either 
a- fool or a genius, which must be determined by the re- 
sult of his experiment. 
The weight of twenty miles of 


small .wire will be considerable, and the attraction of grav- 
itation increases as the body moves away from the earth. 
It may be that the initial speed of the projectile may ov- 
ercome the force of gravity sufficiently to protect" itself 
beyond the atmospheric- circle when other influences may 
draw it away from the earth. 
It may be also that at 


such 'an altitude as Pikes Peak, where the experiment is 
to »be~undertaken,..the law of gravity may be overcome., 
At;-al] events the experiment is one of gravity and not of 
mirth. And it may be said in all seriousness that there is 
power enough all about, us to turn, all the world's ma- 
chinery and produce all the heat it requires without burn- 
ing a pound of coal .or iharnessing a single stream. Some 
day a scientist will find a means to tap this inexausta- 
ble reservoir of power.
